REAGAN DENOUNCES 
IDEOLOGY OF SOVIET 
AS ‘FOCUS OF EVIL’

ORLANDO, Fla., March 8 — Presi- 
dent Reagan, denouncing Soviet Com- 
munism as ‘‘the focus of evil in the mod- 
em world,” today warned Protestant 
church leaders not to treat the arms 
race ‘‘as a giant misunderstanding and 
thereby remove yourself from the 
struggle between right and wrong, good 
andevil.” 

Appearing before a convention ‘of 
evangelical Christians, the President 
delivered one of the most forceful 
speeches of his Administration on the 
subjects of theology and war, morality 
and government. 

The speech, to the National Associa- 
tion of Evangelicals, received a stand- 
ing ovation in the Sheraton convention 
center as the orchestra played ‘‘On- 
ward Christian Soldiers.” 


The President also issued renewed 
calls for Federal laws that would re- 
strict abortions and permit organized 
prayer in public schools. But the strong- 
est thrust of his address appeared to be 
his response to unspecified church lead- 
ers who have criticized his foreign poli- 
cy. 

The President argued, in effect, that 
his national security goals were paral- 
lel to the nation’s founding spiritual 
values. He echoed a debating point of 
the past in praising as a “profound 
truth,”’ a young father whom Mr. Rea- 
gan said he once heard discussing Com- 
munism with his daughters. The Presi- 
dent said the father declared: 

“I would rather see my little girls die 
now, still believing in God, than have 
them grow up under Communism and 
one day die no longer believing in God.” 

There was strong applause as Mr. 
Reagan delivered this line with dra- 
matic emphasis, and an undertone of 
cheers could be heard in the hall, too. 

“Let us pray for the salvation of all 
those who live in that totalitarian dark- 
ness,” Mr. Reagan said, adding that 
Americans also must not forget that 
Communists ‘‘are the focus of evil in the 
modern world.”” 

“There is sin and evil in the world,” 
Mr. Reagan declared. ‘‘And we are en- 
joined by Scripture and the Lord Jesus 
to oppose it with all our might."
